Tlio 1'rcaldeiit of tlio Swiss Kepubll* in 


its Six HuntlreatH Year. 


The chief official personage- of Switzer- 


land is Dr. Welti, of Qloius, President of 
tho "Bundes-ralh" or Federal Council of 
the Swiss Republic. It must be very 
interesting for Americans to know some- 
thing of the methods of the Executive of a 
Government that has been a republic since 
1291. 
The Sciss President's authority 


does not resemble that of a President of 
the United States or a President of the 
French Republic. The Swiss President is 
a comparatively unimportant office, yet 
the Swiss claim that theirs ia a freer Gov- 
ernment than ours. Ths Swias Constitu- 
tion vests the supreme executive power in 
the Bandog-rath collectively, which con- 
sists of seven members appointed for three 
years by the General Assembly. To the 
Federal Councillors severally are allotted 
the different departments, namely, the 


NEW OOI.D AND SILVER EXTRAC- 


TION PROCESS. 


Mr. Johu Cunningham Montgomorie, 


of Dalmore^ Aprshire, in conjunction 
with Mr. Henry Parties, of London, have 
discovered a process for the extraction of 
gold and silver from the refractory gold 
and silver sulphkle ores of the Champion 
mines, in the Thames district of New 
Zealand. These ores are well known to 
be of very refractory nature, and all tho 
processes now in use have failed to treat 
them satisfactorily. The 
best results 


that have been obtained in former trials 
were by a process which took sixteen 
hours in treatment, with an extracting 
power of from eighty-five to eighty-seven 
per cent, of gold, and from seventy-two 
to eighty-six per cent, of silver. 
During 


the past few months Mr. Montgomerie 
has personally carried out a large num- 
ber of experiments at his " Tarn o 
Shanter'' Hone Works on this ore, with 
the result that he has reduced the time 
for treatment from sixteen Ittnirs to four 
hours, and with an extracting power of 
from ninety-Dvc to ninety-nine per cent, 
of gold, and from ninety to ninety-live 
per cent, of silver. 


From trials on two special grades of 


the Champion sulphide ores, the follow 
ing results have been obtained without 
the ore being calcined: Ore assaying 1 
oz. 1 dwt. 11 grains gold, and 89 oz. 4 
ilwts. 21 grains silver, 98 per cunt, of the 
gold and 93^ per cent, of the silver 
were extracted; and from ore assaying 3 
oz. 9 dwts. gold, and 59 o/. 19 dwts, 7 
grains silver, as high as 99:03 per cent, 
of tho gold, and 95:39 per cent, of the 
silver have been taken out. 
In working 


out tho best method for the treatment of 
these ores a number of valuable data 
have been arrived at, whereby the ore 
can bo brought to yield up its precious 
metals, and some of these are specially 
adapted for certain refractory ores other

TI1E TRAIN ROBBERY, 


Aa Told By tlie Express Messenger. 
Assistant Messenger Charles of Wells, 


Fargo & Co., who wns in the express oar 
with W. W. Reed when the attack was 
made on it by the desperate highway rob- 
bers, was interviewed this morning and 
mad the following statement: 


"Onr train was stopped at Ceres to let 


off passengers bound for thnt place. 
After 


they had got off the train was started and 
had gone about one mile when it was again 
stopped. 


"Just after the triun came to a standstill 


some person came to the door of the ex- 
press oar and called upon us to open it. 
Of coarse we did not expect a'hold up,' 
and consequently all of us were taken off 
our guard somewhat. We thought the de- 
mand to open the door had been made by 
tho baggage master of the train. 


"Messenger Reed, however, ordered that 


the lights in the car ba lowered, and before 
I hardly had time to execute the order, a 
bomb was thrown against the door of the 
car and an explosion followed which blew 
a hole in the side und almost completely 
wrecked tho entire oar. 


"The robbers then placed another bouab 


through the hole in the side of the car, 
but the lighted fuse was pulled out and 
the second bomb did cot explode. If it 
had tha car would have been entirely de- 
molished. 


"It was tho robbers themaelvee wjio 


withdrew the burning fuse, and after they 
had done so they ordered Fireman Wallace 
to enter the car and turn up the light 
Messenger Reed told the fireman not to 
turn up the lights, and he also ordered the 
fireman to get out of the car. 


"At this stage the firing commenced on 


the outside, and the fireman retired in 
good order. The attack then ceased, and 
the robbers, of whom there were two, took 
Engineer Neff and the fireman a short dis- 
tance up the road, where their horsas hoc 
been tied. 


"Tho engineer and fireman were then

Surely 
not.The Greeks rarely committed suicide, 
out at one timo it was quite the fashion 
in Homo. 
Ic is the rarest of rarities for 


i slave to commit suicide, though a slave 
owner often does. 
Extensive inquiry 


fails to develop a single case of an Ameri- 
can negro's committing euicide, though 
tuero have been a few cases among mu- 
lattos and octoroons. 


Shall it be Baid, thon, that tho superior 


raco is the suicidal? Surely not, for the 
Greeks wcro at least tho equals of tho 
Romans. The solution must be sought 
elsewhere. 


Perhaps religious belief has something 


to do with it, but it would be hufd to 
prove it. One fact, however, gives us a 
clew. Among thu lowest races of man- 
kind nnd in the lowest intellectual grades 
of any society suicide is practically un- 
known, iitiil among tho highest in race 
or culture it is extremely rare, while in 
the middle or lower middle classes it is 
most common. 


STICANQK 1SKASONS FOR THE ACT. 


It is those who are midway on the 


course, whether as races or individuals, 
(Lose who tire in the struggle, who lose 
heart and rash unbidden into eternity. 
This is only another way of saying that 
where the battle is fiercest there are the 
most wounds and sudden deaths; those 
who have won the victory and those 
lying idle in camp and designing no 
struggle are fairly well satisfied with the 
situation. The cultured and well-to-do 
Philndelphian is, on the whole, as will- 
ins to live as the naked Senegambian. 


The causes assigned for siucide are to 


the last degree curious. In many cases 
well-to-do suicides simply allege that 
they are tired of life—the monotony of 
it is too much for them. An English 
gentleman left a note to the effect that 
he was tired of "coming in nnd going 
out, laying down and getting up, button- 
ing and unbuttoning." 


A London cabman wrote that he had 


exhausted all the pleasure of driving in 
this world and wanted to see how they 
drove in the other. Strange to Bay, love 
and poverty furnish the smallest man- 
ber of cases, and mere bodily suffering 
the greatest. 


But the saddest cases aro those in 


which a whole family die together, and 
of these the Salford case, which occurred 
some years ago. was the most mournful 
of all. 


SALFOKD'S COLD BLOODED DEED. 


Salford was a druggist's assistant, 


threatened with the loss of position and 
poverty. Ha succeeded in gaining his 
wife's consent, as his letter said, that th-3 
"whole family should go together," but 
she did not want to know when the fatal 
dose was given. So ha gave her and tha 
youngest child prussio acid in a cooling 
drink as they lay down for the sjghfc, and 
in n few minutes they expired without 
pain: One by one he disposed of the 
other five children in the same way— 
"all in peace and without pain, thank 
God," he wrote. 


He then drew up his will, went out and 


obtained the signature of witnesses, re- 
turned and wrote four letters, and then 
swallowed the poison, and was soon a 
corpse. Such a case is beyond analysis 
by a healthful mind. 
Yet we cannot say 


it was insanity. 


It is scarcely possible to conceive of any 


method of suicide not already employed 
by some one, but whenever one strikes a 
novel method ho is sure to have a host of 
imitators. Hanging, drowning, poison- 
ing, stabbing, or other forms of cutting, 
shooting and jumping from high places 
are most common.

powdered glass and other destructive ar- 
ticles
